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~ WILL ARABI FIGHT? 


OR WILL THE COLONELS ENTER A 
MONASTERY. 

Rumors as to the Intentions ef the Rebel Chief—An 
Underground “Proposition to @e ‘o Syria. 
Port Aboukir to Be Bombserded—De- 
Lesseps Defending His Rights. 


Lonpon, July 28, 12 m.—A dispa-ch to the 
Exchange Telegraph company dated Alexan- 
dria, July 28, 12:40 p.m. (this afternoon) says: 
“The sound of heavy firing is heard in the 
direction of Aboukir fort. Arabi Pasha sent 
4 train to the junction and an armed engine 
and tender were sent out to meetit, and a 
few shots were exchanged.” 

i p.m.—An unconfirmed report has becn re- 
ceived at Londen that Arabi Pasha has pro- 
posed terms of peace, the conditions being 
voluntary exile and the retention of the rank 


and pay of colonel for himself and nine of his 
colleagues. It is added that the khedive had 
submitted the proposals to General Sir Archi- 
bgt Allison. It is believed that this step lias 
been taken at the instigation of the sultan. 
The report has caused rise in Egyptian stocks. 

1:30 p.m.—A dispatch from Alexandria to 
the Central News says: Arabi Pasha offers to 
retire toa Mussulinan monastery in Syria. 
Among his colleagues, for whom he asks the 
same terms are Coubla Pasha, Ali Fehoy, 
Abdullah Pasha and Mahomad Samy. The 
Same teleyram states that the armed engine 
despatched by the Britixh was sent to meet 
Rauf Pasha and two ulemas to discuss this 
proposal. This is the intelligence referred to 
asan uncontirmed report, which was tele 
graphed hence at one o'clock this afternoon. 
The Central News states that the government 
has received a confirmation of this news. 

1 p.m.—Egyptian unified stock has risen 
four points since last eveningon reports circu- 
lated on the stock exchange that Arabi Pasha 
had declared that he will not resist the Tur- 
kish troops if they operate withoat European 
auxiliaries, and that Austria and Gerniany 
have also reverted to the plan of exclusive 
Turkish intervention. 

1:30 >.m.---The Standard in an edition just 
issued suys: Up to the time of going to 
press no information in ‘connection with 
Arabi Pasha’s ofter had been re: 
ceived by the government. . A dispatch 
from Alexandria to the Central News states 
that there wil be no cessation of military 
Preparations 4s it is thought the oltfer may be 
only meant to gain time. 

3p-m.—An Alexandria dispatch to Reu- 
ter’s telegram company dated this afternoon, 
does not mention the reported pacific over- 
tures of Arabi Pasha. The dispatch says 
that a loyal native just arrived 
from Cairo states that a number of natives, 
dressed in Kuropean clothes and wearing lhei- 
mets, have been paraded through the streets 
as captured British. <A dispatch to the Cen 
tral News from Alexandria states that the 
pilot engine preceding the one sent with offi- 
cers tu meet Raouf Pasha, came to grief near 
Mahalla, Arabi Pasha having cut the line 
during the night. 

THE DEPUTATION IN ALEXANDRIA. 
Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 

ALEXANDRIA, July 28.—Evening.—The 
deputation from Kafr El Dowar consists of 
Six members. Reports to the effect that they 
are bearers of proposal for a compromise are 
untrue. On their arrivabthey declared that 
England evidently meant to conquer the 
country and that the people were determined 
to fesist to the last. The khedice 
and ministry refused to receive them 
as delegates, accepting their visit only 
as an act of homage. Arabi Pasha has writ- 
ten a letterto Ali Moubarak Pasha, stating 
that be (Arabi) isonly the general in com- 
mand of the Egyptian force, a provisional 
government having been forined at Cairo 
With a national assembly of 300 members. 
Mr. Cartwright, acting British consul-general, 
has issued a circular to the foreign consuls 
asking them to send him the number of sub- 
jects of their respective governments now 
ashore, in order to calculate the quantity of 
water required, 

THE FEELING IN ALEXANDRIA. 

Lonvon, July 29 —The Daily News has the 
following dispatch: ‘‘Alexandria, July 28.— 
Should any concession be made to Arabi 
Pasha the feeling of our troops will be* one of 
extreme disappointment. Every officer and 
man is keen to be led against the enemy. The 
least sign of pegotiation with the rebels will 
disgust the sailors and spldiers as much 
as it will shock the Euruopean colony. 
Our soldiers are accused by 
the Greeks, Italians and Frenchmen of cuil- 
pable weakness in not shooting and flogging 
much more than they havedone. We are 
warned that Europe will view us with con- 
tempt for showing so much mercy to the 
Arabs. Already the donkey boys anu cab- 
drivers begun to show signs of arguing about 
fares, and a European is ceasing to be 
an object of terror to them. Keven 
the fact that fourteen men were 
flogged this morning, and that a rioter was 
shwt this afternoon, seems nothing to the 
angry foreign elementin Alexandria. They 
blame the English for weakness and loudly 
clamor for more examples. Several French- 
men assured me that if they had been inp 
power here ten times as many Arabs would 
have been shot.

SIR GARNETT WOLSELEY. 
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Pushing of Military Prevarations—Feort Aboukir to be 
Bombarded on Monday. 

Lonpon, July ,28.—The Daily News says 
it understands that General Sir Garnett 
Wolseley will not await the arrival of the 
Turkish troops before pushing whatever ad- 
vantage he may in the meantime have ac- 
quired. The water in the canal continues to 
full at such arate that the city and troops 
will in a week be entirely dependent on the 
wells and cisterns and condensers. The Brit- 
ish have now 24 guns in position at Ramieh. 
A strong expedition will start this evening to 
seize and occupy a position on the railroad 
within two miles «i Arabi Pasha’s camp. 

ABOUKIR 10 BE BOMBAEDED.

Reuter’s telegram company has received 
the following dispatch: Alexandria, July 
28.~Admiral Seymour having written to the 
khedive asking what measures he would sug- 
gest iu regard to the Aboukir forts, which the 
admiral said were a standing danger to the 
British positions at Ramileh, the kKhedive 
replied that he had sent Vice Admiral Kia- 
mim to summon the garrison to return to 
loyalty, and that in the event of a refusal, he 
wolild leave the measures to» Admiral Sey- 
mour’s discretion. If the garrison dves not 
surrender itis believed that it will be bom- 
barded on Mouday 4 


THE TWO ALLIES. 


American Ald Acknowledged and French Deeelt 
Detected. 


Lonpox, July 28.—The Times has the fol- 
lowing dispatch: Alexandria, July 27.—The 
Quinnebog alone remains of the American 
squadron. Lord Charities Beresford asks me to 
acknowledge the inimense services sc gener- 
ously rendered by the 120 American marines 
who were landed in Alexandria after the 
bombardment. Without the assistance of 
the American marines he would have been 
unable to discharge the nuimerons duties of 
suppressing fires, preventing looting, burying 
the dead and clearing the streets, 

FRENCH INTRIGUES DETRCTED. 

A very important seizure was made yéster- 
day of a secret gorrespondence which passed 
prior to the bombardment between the mili- 
tary party of French oflicials, The corres- 


pondence was carried on through the 
agency of a Swiss adventurer, Minet, a strong 
suppotter of Arabi Pasha,and now believed to 
be at the latter’s camp. The correspondence 
is said to prove incontestably that all the sus- 
picions entertained as to the military party 
being secretly supported by the French is 
sustained. 


THE IMPERIQUS DE LESSEPS. 


He Forbide Military Movements, and Makes Daring 
Claims. 

Port Saip, July 28.—The governor ard vice- 
governor of Port Said, have taken refuge on 
the fleet fearing the wrath of the Arabian 
commander of the troops, who is now acting 
governor. On Wednesday night the inbabi- 
tants of the Arab village here, led by fanati- 
cal priests, attempted to enter the European 
portion of the town, but were repulsed by the 
military. The following day the French con- 
sul applied to the admiral for the protection 
of French subjects. The French agmiral 
subsequently asked Rear Admiral Haskins to 
make a joint occupation to preserve order, 
and this arrangement lasted for last night. 
M. De Lesseps suddenly returned from 
Ismalia, and a violent scene occurred between 
bim and the representatives of the French 
colony. To the consul, M. De Lesseps said he 
considered Port Said to be his property 
the consul was a fuol forasking for occu pation ; 
that it was plaving into the hands of England 
to do so, and there was no danger as he had a 
guarantee for the safety of all French subjects 
from the officer commanding the Arab troops. 
When everything was ready for Janding, the 
French admiral refused to carry out his part 
of the arrangements. DelLesseps-visited the 
governor and the assistant gevernor, who 
were still on board of the Morgelia, and Rear 
Admiral Haskins, but fatled to bring them to 
his views, Reinforcements are arriving every 
night from Fort Guemil. The governor con- 
siders the delay in occupying the town will 
be fatal, as the Arabs are becoming stronger 
daily. The. British corvette Orion has 
arrived, bringing instructions which com- 
pletely modify the situation here. DeLesseps 
protested against her entering the canal, but 
she entered without paying dues. A dispatcb 
from Ismailia says the British admiral has de- 
clared that be will not Jand troops unless in 
company with the French. .De Lesseps upon 
hearing this declared on oath to the notabies 
that as long as he remained no French troops 
would be landed. Arabi Pasha has repeated 
his declaration that he would not injure the 
canal as long as there was no foreign occupa- 
tLiott OF 16. 


THE OLD MAN’S INTRIGUES, 
Special Dispatch to The Constitution. 

Port Said is fullof men of war. There is no 
interruption to traffic on the canal, but the 
public teeling is one of indignation at the con- 
duct of DeLesseps in opposing measures for 
the safety ot Port Said and the canal. He is 
belleved to be in daily communication with 
Arabi Pasha. The Europeans, including 
French subjects not wunueder DeLesseps’s 
thumb, contemplates sending a comuunica 
tion to the foreign office at Paris complaining 
of his intrigues.

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Requirements Laid on the Sultan—Arabil Pasha’s 
Prepesition Diseredited. 

Desuin, July 28.—In the house of com- 
mons last evening it was agreed to supplement 
the vote tor 10,000 men tor the army. Sir 
Charles Dilke, under foreign secretary, stated 
that a telegram had been received from Mr. 
Cartwright, acting British diplomatic agent 
and consul general at Alexandria, which al- 
luded to indiréct communication by Arabi 
Pasha with a view two surrendering the military 
party, but there had been no direct 
communication from Arabi Pasha so far. Mr. 
Giadstone read, amidst cheers, an extract 
irom the instructions forwarded to Lord Dut- 
ferin, British ambassador at Constantinople, 
atter the cabinet meeting yesterday, saying 
that England was glad ef the co-operation ov! 
any power, but calling upon the sultan to 
staté the dates for the dispatch of troops, and 
before their dispatch to issue a prucia- 
mation upholding Tcwfik as khedive and 
denouncing Arabi Pasha as a rebel. Mr 
Giadstone said that communications were 
Still passing with Italy regarding her co-oper- 
ation, and added that a communication vad 
just been receivei from Musurus Pasha, 
lurkish gmbassador at London, annouacing 
that the sultan would send troops imnied- 
ately. The communication from Musurus 
Pasta Contains no reference to the pruclama- 
tion of Arabi Pashaasarebei. The commu- 
nicauion will net interfere with the 
proceedings of the conference. Mr. Glad- 
stone stuted that Lord Dufferin had also been 
instructed to inquire as to the number of 
troops the sultan proposed to send to Egypt, 
and in regard to their proposed disposition. 
In the house otf lords this afternoon Lord 
Granville, foreign secretary, stated that an in- 
formal COummunication had taken place with 
Arabi Pasha during the last few days, but he 
Was bound to say that there was nothing in 
them which the government could rely ou, or 
Which would justify them in rejaxing present

The 
war office is making large purchases for the 
equipment.

A VETO LOOKED FOR 


WHICH WILL SEND BACK THE 
RIVER AND HARBOR BILL. 


Mr. Arthur Thinks too Muéh Money is Appropriated 
for Such a Multitude of Little Creeks— Congress. 
man Atkins Deciines to Serve Aagain—Close 
of Testimony in Star Route Cases. 


WasuincTon. July 28.—President Arthur is 
desirous of doing something in the way of 
adding to the stock of veto iiterature, and he 
seems to think that the pending river and 
harbor bill will afford him an excellent op- 
portunity to talk economy. Since the days 
of Andrew Johnson, vetoes have been in dis- 
favor, but us time wears away the practice is 
gradually returning, especially when a par 
tisan end is to be attained. Prominent sena 
tors who talked with the President to-day, 
received the impression that he would return 


the bill without his approval, and that he 
would do so, not on account of the 
large appropriations for improvement of 
the Mississippi and other works of 
unquestionable national importance, but 
on account of the great number of specific 
appr priations‘j;for improvements’ the 
national utility of which he_ thought 
doubtfil. Others again say the president will 
approve the bill, but in doing so will call the 
attention of congress to the fact that the pres- 
ent season is already far advanced; that work 
upon many contemplated improvements can 
hardly be more than begun this year, and the 
sums appropriated therefor will be adequate 
to carry on the operations, even if no river 
and harbor bill should be passed at the next 
session of congress; that. in short, the present 
bill will answer for two sessions. 

Representative Atkins enjoys in Tennessee 
much the same character held in Georgia by 
Mr. Blount. Both are hardheaded, practical 
men, whose work in congress has been in the 
interest of retrenchment and common sense 
legislation. Mr. Atkins, however,’ is weary 
of public life, and has indicated his intention 
of retiring from congress with the close of the 
present session. His services have been of 
such a character that prominent democrats, 
both from Tennessee and other states, have 
pressed him to reconsider his determination. 
To-day his colleagues presented him with a 
request that he accept a renomination. He 
thunked them for their manifestation of ap- 
proval, but said his private affairs needed his 
attention. 

Secretary Chandler, on being interrogated 
in regard to the conduct of Admiral Nichal- 
sen,in threatening to fire upon Alexandria on 
certain contingencies, said he was satisfied 
that the admiral had acted in a prudent and 
discreet manner in all that he did for the pro 
tection of American interests. 

The prosecution concluded the presentation 
of evidence in the star route cases to-day, ex- 
ceptin that of ex-Senator Spencer, of Ala- 
bama, should be be found. -A writ has been 
out for him for some weeks, but the prosecu- 
tion have been unable to fink 
him. The case was adjourned till Monday, as 
the defense were unprepared to go on, Pend- 
ing the arrangement among their numerous 
counsel of the order of business, they had 
expected that to-day would be tully occupied 
by the government in prese iting testimony, 
but an expected Wiiness was avsent,

PLUGGING SILYER COINS, 


What Constitates a #ilver Coin and How Far a Coin 
May be Tampcred With. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribnne. 

Boston, July 26.—In the United States cir- 
cuit court to-day, Judge Lowell gave a decis- 
ion in the case of the United States vs. Ben- 
jamin L. Lisser. The defendent was con- 
victed at the spring term of the district court 
on two indictments charging him with utter- 
ing counterfeit coin half and quarter doilars. 
This coin had holes punched or drilled in 
them, some of which were filled subsequently 
with the avove metal, and all had been 
bought at aslight disconnt and passed. The 
court orders a new trial on the ground that 
the pleadings and evidence did not discrimi- 
nate between these two kinds of alterations, 
but in the course of his vpinion Judge Lowel! 
Says: 

“Silver coins of the denominations of quar- 
ter-dollars and half dollars are required to be 
made of certain weight and fineness, and are 
lawful tender in payment of debts to the 
amount of $10, and are to be received by the 
treasury in exchange for lawful sums of $20 or 
any multiple thereof. In the case of gold 
coins the law is that when reduced in weight 
below the standard they are good tender ata 
proportional value. We find no such pro- 
vision made fur silver coins. If such a coin 
has bad an appreciable amount of silver re- 
moved from it, we cannot say that it remains 
a good coin for its original value, or even for 
proportionate value. If, then, the hole is 
plugged with base metal, or with any sub- 
stance other than silver. this act is an act of 
counterfeiting because it is making some- 
thing appear to be a good coin for its apparent 
value, which was not so. before. We are, 
therefore, of opinion that the ruling aud con- 
viction were proper in respect to those 
coins Which had been drilled and afterwatds 
filled up. On -the other hand, we do not 
consider it a criminal act, whatever the in- 
tention may have been, to add base metal to 
a good coin, and we see no ground for holding 
that a hole punched through a coin witha 
sharp instrument, crowding the silver intoa 
slightly ditterent shape, but leaving it allin 
the coin, has any effect to render it less valu- 
able or lesslawful tender than before. The 
statutes are silentupon this exact questior, 
but we think it clear that a silver coin duly 
issued from the mint remains of full value so 
long as it retains all the appearance of a coin 
and does, besides, contain all its original 
weight and fineness. This being so, we cannot, 
regard the addition of samethiag to it asa 
criminal act of counterfeiting. Passing such 
a coin works no injury to the person to whom 
itis passed.”’

New York, July 28.—The failures for the 
week reported to New York, show a slight re- 
duction gn last week.

22; Pacific states and territories, 8; and New 
York City, 5. The only failure of any note in 
New York, is that of ilcox & Co., lard re- 
fineries, with liabilities unsecured of about 
$110,000. The probability is that they Will 
pay in full, half cash and balance on time. 


THE NAVAL BILL. 


The President of the Senate Veelaresa Legisiation in 
Apprepriation Bills Gut ef Order. 

WasuHineton, July 28.—At 11:30 the senate 
resumed consideration of the naval apprupri- 
ations. The printing committee reported the 
senate resolution for printing 5,000 copies of 
the official report of the international cotton 
exposition of 1881. Passed. The senate bill 
to provide for the publication of the tenth 
census. passed. It provides for the print- 
ing of the additional copies 
of the reports on population, agriculture, 
manufactures and mechanics, fish and fish- 
eries, history of the national loan and com- 
pendium of the census, and appropriates for 
this purpose $67,800. It also vides for a 
distribution of complete sets of these reports 
to libraries and other public institutions 
throughout the country, each senator to be 
entitled to order fifteen and each representa- 
tive ten sets. The senate then took 
up the naval appropriation bill, 
and the bill was read for action 
upon the committee’s amendment. On 
an amendment which was decided to be in 
the nature of general legislation, a point of 
order waS raised. Mr. Ro!lins sobmitted that 
if the amendment was not in order on the 
ground stated nearly all the committee 
amendments must be ruled out on the same 
ground. He, therefore, raised the point of 
order as against the pending amendments re’ 
ported by the committee. The chair (Mr. 
Davis) sustained the point and ruled in effect 
that all the amendments made by the senate 
committee changing the house general legisla- 
tion were out of order, under the senate 
rule prohibiting such legislation on appro- 
priation bills. A long discussion followed, in 
which the rule was denounced, by Mr. Haw- 
ley and others, as unconstitutional, as it pre- 
cluded the senate from amending or changing 
a bill in the features referred tw. 
view to testing the correctness of the ruling 
of the chair, and to reach a definite construc- 
tion of the senate rules touching the point at 
issue, Mr. Cail appealed from the de- 
cision and the senate, on’ division, de- 
clined to table the appeal. The discussion 
was then continued by the parliamentarian 
of the body. Upon a vote being ordered, 
some confusion was apparent as t) the form in 
which the quéstion of order was to be decided. 
It was agreed to test the sense of the senate on 
the ruling upon the committee amendment 
dividing the 140surgeons on the active list into 
three classes. The chair decided this to be 
out of order as-involving general legislation, 
and this decision was sustained by the senate 
by yeas 26, nays 21. An equal number of 
democrats and republicans responded ‘aye. 
The committee amendment was consequently 
disagreed to. The bill was proceeded 
with as in committee of the whole. The 
amendments making changes ih respect to 
the retirement of naval officers and promo- 
tions on the retired list, and to allowing any 
vacancy among rear admirals tu be filled by 
the presidential nomination of captain as 
well as of commodore, was accordingly ruled 
out. The amendment making the prohibi- 
tion against promouons to the grade of com- 
modore immediately operative, instead of 
upon July l, 1883, a8 proposed 
by the house, was objected to by Mr. 
Williams, and voted down by less thana 
quorum—13 to 18. Various changes were 
agreed to without debate. Several amend- 
ments were passed over informally. Notice 
was given of others to be hereafter offered, 
and the remainder of the committee amend- 
ments were adopted without discussion, The 
bill went over till to-morrow. Mr. Hawley 
-and Mr. Allison offeréd resolutions amending 
the rules so that amendments to general leg- 
islation placed on appropriation bills by the 
house shall bein order. Referred to the 
committee on rules. Adjourned.

These were the test cases, brought 
to hasten the end of the. long pend- 
ing contest between the railroads 
and the striking employes. Judge Haight, in 
his opinion granting the motion of counsel 
for the railroads to quash the writs, said the 
grievance was a private one, that the people 
had no interest involved. and the proper 
method of procedure was by civil suit. 
THE JERSEY CITY STRIKERS 

Jersey City, July 28 —At a meeting of the 
striking freight handlers to-day it was an- 
nounced that Father Decocileo, of Saint Mi- 
chael’s Catholic church, had no authority for 
his statement to the strikers that the Erie 
conipany was prep:red to take back their old 
employes who are now on a strike, provided 
they would abandon the labor union, and 
that the company would. pay twenty cents 
per hour, the rate demanded by the strikers. 
The president of the striker’s union, in mak- 
ing this announcment, said the president had 
been only telling what his impressions were 
A greater degree of heat was provoked by this 
discovery of the false position in which the 
men were placed by their prompt and indig- 
nant rejection of proposals which had never 
been made, than was created when the propo- 
sals were first laid before them yesterday. It 
was developed that a couple of strikers had, 
of their own motion, sought to interest the 
intervention of the priest in favor of a com- 
promise. The union as a body repudiated 
the action of these men, and_e °re- 
newed their defiance to the company.

PAY UP OR GO. 


COLLECTION OF ‘*‘ VOLUNTARY ”’ 
CONTRIBUTIONS. 


All Employes of the United States Compelied to Pay 
Tribute to the Republican Party—How the 
“Blood Money” is Extorted trom the Vic- 
time—Character of the Collectors. 


Special Correspondence of the Boston Pest. 
Wasaincton, July 22.—The business of col- 
lecting ‘‘voluntary’’ contributions goes brave- 
ly on. A leading official of the government 
who has long refused to pay assessments, al- 
though he has made contributions to the re- 
publican national (not congressional) com- 
niittee, said to-day that the assertion that the 
contributions are ‘‘voluntary” is pretence and 
nothing else. This gentleman said that a proof 
of this is that the clerks very seldom pay on 
the receipt of the circulars from the commit- 
tee. They never pay until the collector ac- 
tually steals round with his book in which are 
written the names of the clerks with the 


amounts—two per cent of their 
salaries—opposite their names. When this 
person makes his appearance the clerks 
pay up. Some of them, indeed, pay before he 
comes, but not until the news that he has 
started gets around. These collectors are not 
mealv-mouthed persons, and theic methods 
are thoroughly understood by Jay Hubbell 
and his congressional committee. They tell 
the clerks very p‘ainly that they believe that 
they ought to be discharged if they retuse to 
pay their assessmcnt. They take the ground 
announced by President Arthur when he was 
collector of New York. To a custom bouse 


assessipent system. Mr. Arthur said substan- 
tially this: **You have, 
NO RIGHT TO COMPLAIN, 

No emplove of the government has a right 
to complain. It is part of the contract when 
he is given employment that he shall con- 
tribute part of his salary every year to the 
support of the party that gave him his office.”’ 
It is a perfectly well-known fact that the col- 
lectors are very abusive to clerks who refuse 
to make their “voluntary” contributions; 
and if there is no intention to discharge them 
for not paying, the collectors lie to the clerks, 
for they make the poor creatures believe that 
they will be turned outif they do not yield to 
the demand for ‘voluntary’ contributions. A 
lew years ago General Rutherford, a discharged 
third ‘auditor, in whose honesty Secretary 
Bristow had no confidence, was employed to 
make the collections in the treasury depart- 
ment. He received 

5 PER CENT FOR HIS WORK, 
This has been the customary method which 
accounts for the zeal of the collectors in mak- 
ing the clerks believe that they must give up 
their places if they do not pay. The clerks 
really believe that they, must pay or go, and 
the agents of the Committee whose business it 
is to collect the money, encourage the belief. 
These collectors are the most expert political 
bull-dozers of the day. Itis fair to say, how- 
ever, that most of the clerks are glad to pay 
the “voluntary contribution.”’” They have 
tue low order of morals which leads them to 
believe that they ought to pay. They take 
the ground that are saving their places by 
paying to keepout the democrats, who, they 
tear, would discharge them all. A good 
many of the thrifiless in the departments also 
like to pay their assessment, Lt gives them a 
reason for putting olf their credrtors. They 
Say 
“THAT ASSESSMENT—THAT ASSESSMENT!”’ 

Itserves as an argument for six months and 
for bills toten times the amount of the as- 
sessment. Sometimes, however, a refusal is 
met with, and then there is always a storm 
which is extraordinary if the payment asked 
for is to be a “voluntary contribution.” 
General Rutherford, as all bissuccessors have, 
met with a refusal to pay from the head of 
one of the directors of the treasury depart- 
ment. He then asked to go through the di-

Butthat be would have no help from him 
and he refused to introduce him to the clerks, 
The chief who would not contribute was 
called before the congressional committee, of 
whieh General Jere Rist was then chairman, 
and he received asevere lecture and some 
serious intimidations. All this certainly 
does not look as if there was no danger that a 
clerk could be turned out of oftice if he re- 
fused to pay a ‘“‘vyoluntary contribution.’’ 
Another potent fact is that these collectors 
wili never accept less than the two per cent 
levied. If aclerk offers less,-the offer is in- 
dignantly spurned and the clerk is told rather 


loudly that a man or woman like him or her’ 


ought to be “bounced.’ 
THE COLLECTORS 

are not reputable citizensasarule. They are 
persons wh? would be naturally malanthd for 
mean and disreputable business. ‘Colonel’ 
Baker succeded Rutherford, and Colbaugh, 
the watchman of the treasury, and Mallen, 
an assistant watchman, acted in Sher- 
man's day in order to avoid 
the statute which makes it a crime fer 
an employe of the government to accept from 
or give to another government employe any 
money to be used for political purposes, Col- 
baugh resigned every time he had any collect 
ing to do, and was reappointed as soon as the 
task was done. Mallen, a New Orleans im- 
portation of Sherman’s, and of the plug-ugly 
stripe, did the same. This work of collecting 
assessments, according to the recollection ot 
Assistant Secretary of State Hunter, who has 
been in the department more than 50 yeas, 
was begun about eight years ago, so that the 
assertion that the democrats used to make 
these assessments is false.

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OPPOSITION TO CONVICT LABOR. 


A Would-Be Rayisher Severeiy Punished by an En- 
raged Mob. 

LittLe Rock, July 283 —A few days since a 
penitentiary lessee, Ward, sent a gang of con- 
victs to Benton, twenty-five miles south on 
the Iron Mountain raitroad, to dig gravel for 
a railway contract. His son, Will Ward, was 
in charge, and a stockade and other buildings 
were erected. Late Wednesday night a large 
number of men wefit to the quarters, burned 
the building and all the lumber, marched 
Ward and the convicts to the depot, compell- 
ed them to return to Little Rock, and threatr- 
ened to kill them if they came back. The 
sheriff of Saline copnty was absent at the 
time, and nothing has been done, no attempt 
having been made to resume work. Intense 
excitement prevails at Benton, and it is be- 
lieved serious trouble would follow if the 
convicts were sent back. 

To-day Adam COrick, a brakeman on the 
Iron Mountain railroad, fell between the cars 
near Arkadelphia and was instantly killed.

Derrorr, Mich., July 28.—Frank Bigelow 
former receiving teller of the Nationa! Bank 
of the Republic at Washington, was arrested 
this morning at Port Huron. He absconded 
June 23d, and is alleged to be short in his ac- 
counts $25,000. A reward of $1,000 had been 
offered for his capture. He was in Canada 
and virtually pose himself up, saying he was 
t'red of being hunted from place to piace. 


A VIOLENT EXPLOSION. 


Chicage Recked by an Explosion of Powder ia a 
Neighboring Quarry. 

Cuicaco, Jnly 28,—A terrific explosion of 
giant powder occurred shortly before 6 o'clock 
last evening at a stone quarry on the north- 
western outskirts of the city, about six miles 
away from the business center. The shock of 
the concussion was plainly felt all over the 
city, and the detonation must have been 
heard many miles. It was off the line of 
communication, and the most extravagant 
rumers were soon in circulation as to the 
damage and loss of life, and many telegrams 
were sent to other cities. The facts are thata 
workman went to the powder-house, a wooden 
structure containing, it is stated, 1,000 pounds 
of giant and 1,500 pounds of blasting powder. 
He took out a twenty-five pound can, the 
front door being open, and setting it on the 

round, wll to open it with acold 
chisel. The result was that a spark was 
struck and the can exploded, throwing the 
workman, John 8S. Obel by name, about 
thirty feet and setting fire to his clothes. 
Sparks from this entered the powder house, 
where some of the cans stood open, and caus- 
ed a second explosion, which tore the build- 
ing in such minute fragments that the pieces 
did no damage so far as, heard from. People 
were knocked down by the concussion many 
blocks away, and a large amount of window- 
glass was broken and plastering knocked off. 
Some houses, several blocks away, were 
unroofed. It is stated that a thin pane of glass 
in @ drug store at Twelfth street and In- 
diuna avenue, nearly seven miles away, was 
broken. No one was killed. Obel, the work- 
man, was burned about the face, breast and 
arms, but will probably recover. John An- 
derson, another workman, was thrown a con- 
siderable distance by the second explosion, 
and had his shoulders crushed. Michael 
Britton, ateamster, cording wood some dis- 
tance away, was thrown to the ground and 
his arm broken. Mrs. Young and two chil- 
dren, four blocks away, were badly cut by 
broken glass. <A large number of other peo- 
ple were more or less injured, but it is be- 
lieved none were dangerously. It is impossi- 
ble to estimate the total loss.

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POPHAM’'S ALLEGED FORGERY. 


A KRepeblican Office-Hoider Wanted tn Virginia for 
Forgery. 

RicHMOND, July 28.—A warrant was issued 
some days ago by United States Commissioner 
Pleasant, for the airestof John R. Popham, 
until recently clerk of the United States dis- 
trict court here, on the charge of forgery and 
embezzlement. The warrant was placed in 
the hands of United States Marshal R. P. 
Hughes, but returned by him yesterday un- 
executed, Popham having no domicile, owing 
to his removal some months ago to Washing- 
tun, where he also held the positien of super- 
intendent of the folding room of the house 
of representatives. The warrant was there- 
upon forwarded to United States District- 
Attorney Corkhill for execation. Popham is 
charged with forging the name of Judge W. 
R. Hughes, of the United States distriet court, 
in the matter of severkl bankruptcy cases, 
thereby unlawfully obtaining about $2,100 in 
money, and appropriating it to his own use.

Death of Costa Rica's President. 

Panama, July 16.—Thomas Guardia, who 
has presided over the destinies of the republic 
of Costa Rica for nearly twelve years, died on 
the 7th instant. His death had been expected 
forsome months. He was a remarkable man 
in many respects. Since fortune first placed 
in his hands the reins of power he has ruled 
the country with arodof iron. During the 
revolution of 1870, when witha band of choice 
spirits he entered the Cuartel of San Jose in 
a cart covered over with hay, with the loss of 
but one man, he proceeded to secure the 
goal of his ambition, the presidency 
of the republic, and retained his 
sway over the republic in a most remarkable 
manner until his death. Personally he was 
an ignorant unlettered man, whose idea, so 
far as society was concerned, was to present 
the greatest display and show possible. He 
was no politician and had the crudest ideas 
of finance. He plunged his country into an 
abyss of debt from which it will not recover 
for many years. The millions which Guardia 
has spent have simply given to the country a 
few miles of his projecsed internceanic rail- 
‘road, divided into tnree sections, and which 
will never te of positive benefit until tney 
are connected. Don Joaquin Lizano is at the 
head of affairs at present, bat at an 
election, or so-called election, held since the 


'death of President Guardia, Don Prospero 


| Fernandez was elected president. He will 

| take his seat in October, until which time bar- 
ring revolutions, Mr. Lizano will exercise su- 
| preme power.

THE FIRST DEAD ‘“ REBEL.”’ ; 

GAINESVILLE, July 28.—Editors Constitu- 
tion: Under the above caption you publish 
in your paper of Wednesday an article taken 
from the Albany News and Advertiser, which 
contains several errors. Mr. Wight says: 

The first soldier killed in baitle on the southern 
side was at Big Bethe) church, about fifty miles 
from Gut Town, Virginia. Benjamin Butler had 
landed the first yankee troopsin Virgiuiain May, 
186), and was met by a Virginia regiment at the 
church named. General Wadsworth, of Connecti- 
cut. was in immediate command. and upon seeing 
the southern truops advancing on him jumped upon 
a log, waved his sword over his head and or- 
auret his men to fire. They did 
so, andthe North Carelina boy, whe was 
a volunteer in the Virginia regiment, fell 
dead, the only one killed wy our side. Immedi-. 
ately our men returned the fire, shooting the gen- 
eral from the log, and his soldiers teft that battle 
field... These two men, one on each side, was the 
first blood shed in the war, except the men of the 
Massachusetts regiment who were killed by a mob 
in Baltimore, Maryland. I was with my regiment 
in July, 1861, and visited the cemetery in Riebmond, 
Va., and stood over the grave, at the head of which 
wasa board bearing this inscription (the name | 
have forgotten): ‘From North Carolina, the first 
soldier killed in the war between the north and 
south.’ Any of the old soldiers inthe Sixteenth 
Georgia regiment will recollect the circumstances 
of this, the first battle of the war.”’ 

It was on the 10th day of June that the 
battle of Big Bethel was fought by a North 
Carolina regiment commanded by Colonel 
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D. HL Hill, of Charlotte, now president of the | 
agricfiltural colfege at Fayetteville, Arkansas.

' The Stock Law in Coweta. 
From the Marietta, Ga., Journal 

Mr. I. D. Upshaw, of this county, wrote to 
Mr. Benjamin Leigh, of Coweta county, ask- 
ing for inturmauion about the stock law, 
which has been in operation in that county 
for the past six months. He did not know 
whether Mr. L. was favorablé to the stock law 
ornot. The following reply speaks for itself: 

Newnan, Ga., July 10, 1882.—Mr. I. D Up- 
shaw, Cobb county, Ga.—Dear Sir: Your let- 
ter of July Ist is before us, and in answer to 
your questions as to the workings of the stock 
law, we will send you a list of names who 
were in favor ofits passage or adoption, and 
some who were opposed. 

The stock law works well and has many ad- 
vantages connected with it. It is labor say- 
ing, timber saving, money making and pre- 
vents hard feeling between neighbors shen 
caused by the depredations of stock running 
at large. Itsaves a vast amount of useless 
fencing for both landlord and tenant. Much 
good land can be put in cultivation that 
would lie out. Tenants find that under the 
stock law they are not required tosplit railsand 
repair fencing as under the old law for only 
one year’s privilege of cultivating the land. 
Landlords and tenants unite in preparing pas- 
ture fences. Tenants who have no stock have 
no fencing to do under the new law, but under 
the old law they were required to split rails 
and do up fences around their crops for 
only one year’s use. So this is a decided 
advantage in favor of the tenants. There has 
not arisen any Jaw suits in the county this 
year en account of stock trespassing upon any 
one. There has been no hard feelirgs be- 
tween. neighbors on account of stock, but har 
mony and peace. No one has been oppressed, 
nor can be, under the operations of the stock 
law, The colored population would not have 
the law altered or changed back, for now in- 
stead of splitting rails to do up fencing they 
can be hiring about making something for 
themselves and families. The stock law has 
improved the stock, particularly the cattle. 
Our people are now raising good blueded 
stock. Many non landholders who wete op- 
posed to the law would not have it changed. 
The law works like a charm,

_ A strange thing happened at Frederick sta- 
tion, in Montgomery county, Pennsylvania, a 
few days ago.

WHERE CIGARETTES COME FROM 


Gulesseppe Hoceo and his “nica Lota-Grassallopp” 
—A Sickening Story. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 

“Nica lota grassa-hopp,’’ said Guisseppe 
Rocco ina halt tone of inquiry, while his 
soft Italian eyes took in the cart load of old 
C.gar stumps that were twasting in the sun 
in the rear of S16 Carpenter street, on Satur- 
day afternoon. Inthat great pile of tilthy, 
nicotine soaked stump were the remnants of 
Henry Clays and Wheeling stogies, reduced 
to a common level, as the ‘grasshopper’ hun- 
ter receivesno more for a bushel gathered 
from the sweepings of a fashionable bLotel 
than he does for the same quantity lifted 
from gutter-ooze of the slums. ‘“‘Where did 

ow get them?’’ asked the reporter. ‘Every- 
bid finda de stump; everybod sella de 
stump; everybod getta de mon.’’ . Exhausted 
by this delicate explanation, Mr., Recco 
showed his teeth in a smile and lazily scratch- 
ed his back against the jam of the door. 

There were about ten bushels of the stumps 
laid out todry, and twice that quantity of 
cured butts were seen in athird story room. 
Rocco is one ofa halfa dozen Itallians on 
Carpenter and Christian streets who makea 
business of buying cigar-stumps from the 
horde of youthful scavengers who live in the 
Italian quarter of this city. An active boy 
or girl will collect half a bushel of the stumps 
in an hour or so, the work being done 
_ between daylight and & o’clock, and between 
those hours all the principal streets in the 
city are gleaned. The children receive 
no fixed price for the stumps, but 
ten or fifteen cents a pailful is usually 
paid. The buyers, men like Rocco, wash 
the filthiest stumps and spread them out 
todry. A day or so later they ure crumbled 
into shreds and allowed to dry twenty four 
hours longer before being packed in flour 
barrels and shipped to New York. A barrel 
of this stump tobaceo is worth $2.50, but a few 
years ago, when there was a strong demand 
for it in Philadelphia, the Italian dryers re- 
ceived a trifle more for it. The stumps were 
made into suuft in Philadelphia, but when 
Johnson & Carlin’s factory on Third street, 
above Arch, was destroyed by fire in 1873, the 
local demand ceased. Thi filthy grade of to- 
bacco is now bought by manufacturers of 
cigarettes and fine cut cuewing tobacco. A 
wholesale tobacconist of many years’ experi- 
ence declares that, when the stump tobacco 
is ground, bleached, flavored and made up in 
cigarette paper, bo one but an expert can de- 
tect the diiference between it and new leaf.

Tue fighting in Egypt has been done by 
proclamations. Arabi Bey and the khedive 
and Dervisch Pasha and the sultan and the 
English admiral, and the English ‘generals, 
have all issued proclamations, and if the war 
is to go on in this fashion it will soon be the 
turn of the colonels. When it comes to colo- 
nels Egypt can overshadow even Georgia. 


COMMISSIONER RawmM reports the collections 
for the past fiscal year at $524,033 in the sec- 
ond Georgia district, and $95,506 in the third 
district. These two districts cover the entire 
state. The sums taken from Georgia are 
large enough, but they look small in .compar- 
ison with sums contributed in the districts 
that contain large distilleries. The fifth I)li- 
nois district paid into the treasury last year 
ever thirteen millions, the first Ohio over 
eight millions, and the first Missouri over six 
millions. The ehtire collections of tue year 
were $146,520, 273. 


It used to be ‘‘the Ohio man’’ who was sup- 
posed to fill all the government offices, but 
the nomination of Mr. Joslyn, of Illinois, 
calls atttention to the fact that the state of 
Black Jack Logan is doing pretty well, espe- 
cially in the higher offices. It has the war 
secretary, assistant interior secretary, the 
mint director, internal revenue commissioner, 
public printer, marine hospital, surgeon gen- 
eral and a comptroller of the treasury, not to 
mention a lot of the best consulates and other 
minor offices. When the Ohio man fully re- 
alizes this he will howl louder than ever, 


Ir the denfocrats do not manifest a disposi- 
tion to go on with the tax bill, we have heard 
the last of it until next December, when it 
will be lost in the various schemes of tax re- 
duction. We see no reason to anticipate any 
desire for action on the part of the democrats, 
and the fraud and sham has, we hope, been 
permanently shelved. The appropriation 
bills are well advanced, and so is all other 
pressing business, and there is no reason-why 
dissolution should not come soon after next 
Monday. The people will say amen, for this 
congress has been hopelessly devoted to ex.

THE COTTON-TIE ROBBERY AGAIN. 

In another column we print a letter from 
Mr. John P. Fort, of Macon, in regard to the 
proposed increase of the tax on ¢otton ties. 
The tax bill in which this infamous proposi- 
tion is embodied, has been postponed for the 
present, but if the interests of the farmers of 
the south receive as little attention from 
southern congressmen during the short ses- 
sion as they have receivedin the segsion about 
to close, the monopolists will have no difti- 
culty in robbing the cotton planter of $1,000,- 
000 ahnually for the benefit of a few 
manufacturers thatare already rich enough 
to make large contributions to the fund used 
to subsidize congress. If the attitude of 
softhern congressmen is to remain the same, 
the only protest that will be made against the 
outrage during the short session will come 
from Senator Brown. The readers of THe 
CONSTITUTION may rest assured that the rob- 
bery will be consummated if the friends of 
the cotton-planters in- congress remain as 
timid as they now are. In this particular 
respect the cotton-planters are by no means 
as fortunate as the _ rice-planters. The 
latter, notwitstanding the fact that they repre- 
sent a subordinate interest, are always sure of 
a friend at court. They have a representa- 
tive to do their arguing before the tariff com- 
mission, and, should the necessity arise, more 
than half the 
rush to the defense of the rice interest; while, 
on the other hand, there has been but one 
protest against the proposed robbery of the 
cotton-planter, and this protest came when 
argument was out of Now, 
there must be some cause for all this. What 
ig it? What is the common sense expla- 
nation of the mystery? The rice-planters are 
already protected on their product, and they 
are asking for an increase witha lively hope 
of getting it. 

Why should the rice-planter be protected 
and the cotton-planter robbed? Why shoud 
the rice-planter have his profits regulated and 
increased by law, while the same law cr'p- 
ples the cotton-planter and decreases his 
profits for the benefit of a few monopolists in 
Ohio and Pennsylvania? We say nothing of 
the justice or the injustice of protecting the 
rice-growing interests; it may be necessary 
but is it any more necessary to protect the 
rice interest than it is to protect the cotton 
interest? The argument of the rice-planter 
is that he cannot compete with the coolie 
labor that grows rice in other countries. And 
yet the cotton-planter comes in competition 
in the markets of the world with the coolie 
labor of India and Egypt, and just tnat com- 
petition regulates the priceof the staple. If 
it is right and just to protect the rice-planter, 
itis worse than infamous to rob the cotton- 
planter.

Fielding, president of the New York cotton’ 


exchange, said to a reporter of the New York 
Bulletin: “Our letter to the New York sena- 
tors and representatives has been well re- 
ceived, as they promise their earnest thought 
and attention tothe maitter..

the planter. So far as my recollection serves 
me the increase would not be less than 60 per 


cent, and it would, therefore, add considera- 
bly to the burdens on the cotton planting in- 
dustry.”’ In reply to the question whether a 
cheap and efficient substitute could not be 
found for the iron, be said:- ‘“‘Rope was once 
used, before the ties were made of hoop iron, 
but it was unsatisfactory, and I believe its ex 
pense was actualiy greater. It made by no 
means so compact a bale as we get now, and 
was not half so neat in finish as the iron. 
Nothing of a practical nature has yet been hit 
upon to supersede iron, and I think iron 
serves all the necessary purposes admirably. 
The bales require a good deal of hooping, and 
iron is at once strong and cheap. I cannot 
predict what action will be taken on the me- 


‘morials addressed to congress, but we hope 


they will be considered not as though we 
were asking an exceptional favor, but on 
account of the encouragement that ought to 
be given to the cotton industry and to proper 
baling of the crop.” 


THE BLOOD-TAXERS AT WORK. 

The blood-taxers, who have grown enor 
mously rich off of the duty of 20 per cent for- 
nerly exacted on quinine, were on hand at 
the first meeting of the tariff commission with 
arguments poing to show that this tax—the 
sum of all legislative infamy—is necessary for 
the protection of ‘‘American labor.’ There 
are but three firms, certainly not more than 
four, engaged in the manufacture of quinine, 
and the members of each of these firms bave 
become millionaires, and they now ask tbat 
the tax which enabled them to grow rich by 
robbing the poor, the sick and the suffering, 
shall be renewed. ‘These firms are still mo- 
nopolies. They can undersell the Kuropean 
quinine, and still make large profits. They 
are wealthy enough and have enough at stake 
in this business, as we shall see presently, to 
buy out the tariff commission, boots, hats and 


spectacles, and still have enough left to sub- 


sidize comgress. 

Quinine is now universally used as a medi- 
cine not alone in fevers, butin various nervous 
diseases. Itisa necessity in every family. 
During the last three years when the duty on 
quinine was 20 per cent, the average price 
was $3.46 an ounce. During three years of 
free quinine the average price was $2.53, an 
average saving to the sick people of the coun- 
try of 93 cents an ounce. Commenting upon 
this showing, Mr. J.S. Moore, the tariff ex- 
pert, says that the consumption of quinine is 
difficult to ascertain, but that, upon the as- 
sumption that but 4,000,000 ounces were used 
during three years, the hospitals and the 
fever-stricken of the land saved 33,720,000 of 
blood tax, which otherwise would have gone 
into the pockets of two or three great million- 
aires.

The political and military ideas wnich must in 
the future furm the basis of ourspolicy are those by 
which J have been guided, remembering, as I did, 
the solemn words the late emperor addressed to me 
before starting for the Tekke expedition, To my 
mind the central Asian question is perfectly clear 
andsimple. If it does not enable us in a.compara- 
tively short time to take seriously in hand the east- 
ern question iwelf, why, the Asiatic bidef ig not 
worth the tanning. 

[ venture to think that, sooner or later, Russian 
statesmen will recognize the fatt that Russia must 
have the Bosphorus; that upon this depends not 
omy her greatness but her very security from inva- 
sion, and by implication, the development of her 
manufacturing and commercial centers. No one, I 
suppose, will ae that, so long as we are weigh- 
ed down by the Polish and West Russian questions 
ail regular progress, in the truly national sense of 
the word, will be extremely diflieu:t.

New York, July 28.—Tke stock market at the 
opening was strong and showed an advance from 
the closing quotations of yesterday of 4@l\ per 
cent, latterin Richmond and Danville. In the early 
trade there was a general advance of 4a@l\ per 
cent, Hannfdal and St. Joe preferred, Ohio and 
Mississippi and Oregon and Transcontinental lead- 
ing therein, after which the market became weak 
and prices sold off %@1% percent, Lake Shore, 
Denver and Rio Grande, Louisvilleand Nashville 
and Wabash preferred being most conspicuous in 
the downward movement. In the early part uf the 
afterneon this was followed by an improvement of 
Y%@l per cent, Evansville and Terre Haute, Hanni- 
bal and St. Joe preferred and Northern Pacifie pre- 
ferred leading. In late trade the market was rather 
dull, ani prices fell off 4@1% per cent, Rochester 
and Pittsburg preferred suffering most severely in 
the decline. There was then a partial recovery, 
follewed in final dealings by a fractional reaction, 
and the market closed quiet and weak, showing a 
general decline on the day's transactions of 4@1% 
per cent, latterin Omaha. Hannibal and St. Joe 
preferred, however, is 2% and Richmond and Dan.

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COTTON CATERPILLARS. 


Rumors as to Their Appearance in Alabama an 
Georgia---A Denial ‘ 
From the Montgomery, Ala., Advertiser. 


The cotton worm is reported to have ap- 
peared in several plantations in Montgomery 
county as wellas in other counties of the 
state, asa result ot excessive rains. In Dallas 
county myriads of the grass worm are de- 
yvouring grass, corn and even cotton. Anold 
and observant planter says this species of 
worm and the cotton worms never come to- 
gether during the same season, and when the 
formerappears in considerable numbers it is a 
pretty sure sign that the cotton worm will not 
make its appearance. Either kind are to be 
dreaded asthe scourge of the plantation. 
A planter of Columbus, Georgia, noticing that 
the worms were making inroads on a patch of 
corn, made a weak solution of limeand poured 
a little in the top of each stalk. Nosign of 
them, says the Times, has appeared since, and 
the corn is growing finely. The solution 
sprinkled on the corn would no doubt answer 
the purpose. 

The genuine cotton worm is reported by the 
Selma papers to have appeared on several 


plantations near Martin's Station, in Dallas- 


county. Several gentlemen of Selma went 
out on neighboring plantations and found no 
regular cotton worms, but discovered a species 
that had left the grass and attacked the limbs 
of the cotton. 

The cotton caterpillar has appeared on sev- 
eral plantations in the upper portion of Bar- 
bour county. Cotton worms and flies have 
appeared on plantations in Greene county, 
and in the neighborhood of Knoxville and 
Carthage in that county the army worm is 
eating fodder, sugarcane and grass, but do not 
trouble the cotton. In the western part of 
the state, near the line, they are reported to 
be destroying everything they come to in some 
localities, cotton end all. 

The continuous rains and humid atmos- 
phere will have the tendency to cause cotton 
‘to shed, 

From the Franklin, Ga., News. 

We hear that the worms have attacked the 
late corn in this vicinity in the river and 
creek bottoms and are destroying it in large 
quantities. ‘ 

From the St. Louis Republican. 

The following letter will be gratifying to all 
readers: 

TaLLULAH, La, July 24, 1882.—Messrs. 
Catchings, Sawyer «& Co., St. Louis, Mo.—Gen- 
tlemen: You say you have reports that worms 
are doing damage to cropsin this section. If 
such is the case, it is newsto me. There is great 
anxiety felt concerning the worms, but thus 
far I. have not even heard of the discovery of 
the first. worm, and as for any damage being 
done to crops in thissection that certainly isa 
mistake. The worm is always discovered in a 
very short time after it makes its appearance, 
and it is always the third crop that does the 
damage. So, should we discover the worm 
now, it would beabout the 15th of September 
before they would destroy the crop. 

It is quite natural for the people to feel un- 
easy concerning the worms, and some start 
the report hoping it may have the effect of 
rmproving the price of cotton, while no doubt 
some would deny they had worms in their 
eptton after they had really made their ap- 
pearance, in order to keep up a credit. 

The crop in this section is looking magnifi- 
went. We have hada little too much rain, 
but it is now clear with a good prospect of its 
remaining so for some days. If I do not have 
the worms, I will make the largest crop I have 
made forten years. We have an abundance 
of-labor that is contented and cheerful.

A Personal Difficulty Between the Well-known At- 
lania Railroad Iawyer end the Distinguished 
Architect—How the Difficulty Arose—The 
Letters Which Passed, Btc., Ete. 


Yesterday morning the business men and 
pedestrians in the neighborhood of the Brown 
block on Wall street were startled by the report 
of a pistol on the second floor of the building. 
and in a few seconds a young gentleman was 
seen descending the stairway leading to the 
pavement two steps at a time, shouting 
“police” at the top of his _ voice. 
The pistol shot and the young 
gentleman's cry for aid clearly indicated that 
something was wrong on the second floor of 
the building, and in Jess time than it takes to 


write it quite a crowd of separys were seeking 
the scene of what might be going on. 


On the second floor of the building there 
are several offices but the sounds of scufHing 
seemed to be emanating from Mr. Julius L. 
Brown's law office, the door of which was 
Standing ajar, and when the crowd reached 
the threshold they saw two 

GENTLEMEN UPON THE FLOOR 

in close embrace struggling for dear life. By 
-some of the crowd the gentlemen were recog- 
nized as Mr. Julius L. Brown and Mr. G. L. 
Norrman. Both gentlemen were flat upon 
the floor and each had a hand upon a pistol, 
the possession of which both were trying to 
secure. The blood upon the face of Mr. Norr- 
nan, and the disordered state of Mr. Brown's 
clothing indicated clearly that the presence 
of a third party was necessary to prevent the 
further disturbing of the peace. 

Mr. Alf. Vernoy was among the first to 
enter the room, and instantly sought to secure 
the pistol. Thishe did and then he sue- 
ceeded in separating the belligerents. Soon 
after the gentlemen regained their feet a po- 
lice officer arrested Mr. Norrman, who had 
left Mr. Brown’s office, and conveyed him 
to the station bouse where the charve of 

FIGHTING AND DISORDERLY CONDUCT 

Was entered against him, after which he was 
released upon bond for appearance before the 
recorder this morning. Soon after Mr. Norr- 
man’s arrest Chief Connolly entered Mr. 
Brown's ottice and arrested Lim for disturbing 
the peace. Mr. Brown tendered Mr. Willis 
Reagan as his bondsman, but the chief re- 
quested him to visit the station house where 
the charge of disorderly conduct, fighting and 
discharging tire arms was booked against him, 
after which his security was accepted, and 
Mr. Brown returned to his office. 

It soon became generally known that the 
pistol-shot had been fired by Mr. Brown, and 
thatthe bullet was intended for Mr. Norr- 
man, but that it had missed its mark, and 
lodged in the ceiling overhead. 

It appears from the statements of both gen- 
tlemen, which are given in this issue, that 
Mr. Brown was sitting in his office yesterday 
morning when Mr. Norrman. entered and 
laid upon Mr. Brown's desk a letter. Mr. 
Brown declired to take the letter, and after 
a few words the 

TWO GENTLEMEN GRAPPLED 
and went to the floor, While 
the fioor or while ip the 
falling Mr. Brown attempted to shoot Mr. 
Norrman but Mr. Norrman grabbed the _ re- 
volver and thus diverted the bali in its course, 
which, after scorching his coat sleeve, buried 
itselfin the ceiling. The causes which led tuo 
this encounter are involved in a business 
transaction and of course there are two ver- 
sions. Both of these versions, as well assome 
paints connected with the light, are told in 
the following quotation points: 

Mr. Brown says: ‘Being casually in the 
office of Norrman & Weed, one day I saw 
archyfectural drawings which suited my fancy 
and was told that they were drawn by Mr. 
Norrman. [informed him that Lintencded to 
builda residence and asked him to prepare 
some desings in accordance with a rough 
sketch which I made and the accompanying 
explanations. He | 

PREPARED A PLAN 
which I accepted. | agreed to pay him $150 
for the plans and specifications, and the same 
sum for superintending the building, I tell- 
ing him that [did not intend to have any 
contractor, but would have the work done 
myself, Mr. NorFman made sev- 
eral attempts to locate my house, 
and for this purpose used an engineer's 
level. He asked me to take charge of this 
level and Jeave it at my residence, where it 
would be easy of access when needed for use 
on the work. Finally I found that Mr. Norr- 
man was not paying proper attention to my 
work and was not doing it as efficiently as I 
desired. About the time of thedissolution of 
the firm of Norrman & Weed, Mr. 
Norrman came to me and _ stated that 
he de-ired to procure a part of his fee. | 
asked him how much he wanted and he said 
$100. At that time he had prepared no speci- 
fications but only the -general pians of the 
house, showing elevation, ground ard floor 
plans. I, having then full§congdence in him,

fications, and did so and took from him the 
following receipt:

He promised to prepare the specifications 
and detail drawings at once. 1 was weeks 
trying to get them, 

BUT FAILED UTTERLY. 

My work was going on and he did not give 
it the attention it needed. On the 4th of July 
J wrote hima note in which I stated to him 
that it was eVident to me that he did not de- 
sire to attend to my work = and 
that I would therefore relieve 
him of the trouble of supeintending 
it and requested that he send me my plans 
‘and specifications, for which I had already 
paid him. He wrote me a letter in repiy 
stating in effect that it was perfectiv agreeable 
for him to turn the work over to any one I 
preferred in his place, as he undertook my 
work princi; ally for an advertisement, and 
that he would be pleased to give any informa- 
tion about the work to his successor, as he 
desired his work to be correctly done.

a gentleman's residence and takes property 
therefrom in his absence,’’ and ‘‘you charge 
ie with being a fool. I regret that which 
compels me to confess that [ was once guilty 
of the folly of employing and recommending 
to my friends to employ a foreign adventurer 
who proved himself to be ignorant of princi- 
ple as well as inefficient. You have one of 
iny plans still in your possession. I don’t 
need it, but I have demanded it 
to yet possession of my property, 
and when I demanded it, it was not with any 
idea of getting it voluntarily, for 1 suppose 
true to your instinct you will keep it rather 
than pursue the honest course of surrender- 
ingat.to its owner.’

Brown looked up at him and said: ‘‘Did you 
come for a difficulty?’ Mr. Norrman re- 
plied, ‘tno.’’

to do and that Mr. Brown had not. the 
right to expect that he must go 
so far out of the line of his duty. Where- 
upon Mr. Brown became offended and wrote 
him an insulting letter, in which he claims 
that he discharged Mr. Norrman from his 
service. In addition to Mr. Brown’s impos- 
ing upon Mr. Norrman as an architect, 
Mr. Norrman frequenty insulted him, 
and seeirg the advantage be had 
over him, who was a stranger 
in the city and he being well-known, 
Mr. Norrman could not, under these circam- 
stances, take from him what he might have 
been ‘justified in doing if he had been 
aman, as Mr. Brown is, well-known in At- 
lanta.”’

A QUESTION OF LAW 


Whick the Superior Court Will Be Called Upon to 
Settle. 

Yesterday Captain John Keely, through his 
attornevs, filed a bill for injunction in the 
superior court, which promises to arouse no 
small amount of litigation. By the recent 


, changes in the charter of Atlanta, section 26 


of the act was amended by: striking out the 
words 25 and inserting the words 2U0, so that 
the registration tax is made $200, instead 
$25, any person, firm or 
doing business in Atlanta. 
A succeeding section gives the city authority 
to classify business. Lhere is un ordinance 
levying a tax of $25 on shoe houses, dry 
goods stores, millinery establishments and 
hat stores, and some other classes of Dusiness. 
The city is endeavoring to collect a tax of $25 
on the separate departments of the business 
houses. At Keely’s, for instance, there are 
four departments, and a tax of $100 was Ue- 
manded—one tax of $250n the shoe depart- 
ment, another on the dry goods department, 
a third on the hatand cap department and a 
fourth on the millinery department. Captain 
Keely declined to pay more than $25, which 
amount he tendered the city clerk 
together with the fee of 50 cents. The clerk 
refused to issue the license, and now Captain 
Keely comes forward and asks the court to 
restrain the city from collecting more than 
$25 from him. Captain Keely is represented 
by Candler & Thomson, McCay & Abbott and 
G. N. & D. P. Lester. The city will be repre- 
sented by City Attorney Newman. The case 
will be tried on the 9th of August. It is 
understood that this is a test case.

Mr. John Stark, of Thomasville, an enthu- 
siastic advocate of silk culture, says that by 
noon of each day all that will hatch that day 
are out and on the leaves, 
moved to a frame. 
before all will be out, but each day’s hatch- 
ing is kept separate. The worms should be 
fed every two hours during their first and 
second age; afterwards every three and four 
hours, beginning early in the morning and 
continuing until late bedtime. Every two 
days the frames are covered witha net, on 
which leaves are placed, when the worms will 
crawl up to them, when the nets are moved 
toaclean frameand the litter is removed 
from the other. As the worms grow, they 
will require spreading on additional frames, 
or tables if only a few thousands are raised. 
The worms go through five ages: at the end 
of each the molting takes place, except at 
the last, when they spin their cocoons. The 
first age lasts about five, the second four, the 
third six, dnd the last eight days. When the 
time for molting approaches, the: werms 
cease to eat and remain uoder the leaves. No 
feed is given them at this time, and they 
should not be disturbed until they are 
through the molting, orsleep. No leaves 
with the dew on them should be fed to them. 
Leaves for the morning meal are gathered the 
evening before, and if rain is expected, 
several meals ahead may be gathered. 
At the end of the fifth age, the worms begin 
to wander away from the leaves and hold up 
their heads as if in search of a place to web 
up. Dry branches well furnished with twigs, 
made into bundles, are put in an upright posi- 
tion in the center or at the side of the frames, 
and brought into service by the worms. Ina 
week the cocoons are ready for gathering and 
assorting, and after the best are selec for 
propagation the others are steamed and 
the worms killed.
